of warre arc often offered vpon the ſodaine, it is 
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neceſſary that ſome number of men ſhould be 

trained vp continually in martiall actions, as in 

other countries is vſed, and ſo much the rather, 

where long peace hath benehad, which often 

taketh away the feare of warre, & cauſeth men 

to liue too ſecurely and without regard of for- 

reyne danger, whereby they are vnskilfull in 

warres affaires; and that ſuch trained men may 

be alwaies ready and able to informe and leade 

| others vnexperiẽced in that ſeruice: for it is not 

the number of men that alwayes obtayneth the 

victory in battell, but ſuch as are couragious, 

| and well exerciſed in martiall skill, as Era/- 

Frau, mus ſayth well: Nonrefert quam numereſum militem 

duc as in prælium, ſed quam fortem, & quam exercitatum, 

; Home. ſjomer in theſe few verſes following, ſetteth forth 

the whole military diſcipline, which reſteth in 

\ the valour of the ſouldiers, and their obedi- 
ence to their Captaines and Leaders.

V Vhcre he ſayth, that they truſting in their cou- 
ragious miads, went againſt their enemies, 
there he commendeth and extolleth their va-

the commandement oftheir Captaines, there 
he highly praiſeth their great diſcretion and 
modeſty. V V hat bred ſuch fame to the ATHE- 
N AN sho being but ten thouſand, ouerthrew 
great numbers of the PER SIA N in one battell, 
in that time when they moſt floriſhed in their 
conqueſts, and did rule ouer many nations, but 
valour and skill in the ſouldiers, and obſerua- 
tion ot orders in battellꝰ By order all things are 
preſerued and maintayned, and without order 
all things come to tuine and confuſion, as the 
Scripture fayth „bi nullus ordo ibi eft confuſio . And 
as theſe things are requiſite in the ſouldiers, fo 
is experience, valour, and skill alſo in the Cap- 
taine: for if the blind leade the blind, both fall 
into the ditch, as che Goſpell witneſſeth: there- 
fore ſuch Captaines are alwayes highly to be 
honoured , imbraced , aduanced , and re- 
warded , according to their places ,:callings, 
and deſerts, as the defenders in the time of 
warreotihe Prince and ſtate of the kingdome 
and common · wealth, that they may be incou- 
raged in that ſeruice: and ſuch as lightly e- 
ſteeme thele men, or preferre them which 
liue idlely and daintily afore them, are ene- 
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mies to the Common · wealth (as Oria wri- 


teth) and to be taken as the deſtroyers there- 
of, in that they doe as much as in them lyeth, 
to lay open their Countrey to the force of the 
enemie. And becauſe the matter of this Trea- 
tiſe concerneth the defence of our Prince 
and Countrey againſt the enemie , which 
ſeruice appertaineth moſt properly to men of 
honour , who ought to hold nothing more 
deere to them then the ſafety ofthe ſame , of 
which tliey be the chiefe props, ſtayes, de- 
fenders, and mayntainers vnder her Maieſtie; 
haue thought it conuenient to dedicate this 
little Treatiſe to a man of ſuch ſtate, and vnto

> Lthough Warres are by all good 
> i mcanes to be eſchued, for the auoi- 
Q ꝝ&ing of the great effuſion of bloud 
hat thereby often doth enſue , yet 
ES) when intollerable wrongs and in- 
CN iuries are offered, either bya for- 
e reeine Prince, or his ſubiects, & no 
recompence is made for the ſame, warre muſt be taken ,, 
in hand: and Bodinus ſaith z Bella non niſi propulſande in- bepublſhed, 
inrie , ac pacis cauſa ſuſtipienda ſunt : that is, Warres are '** gy a 3 
to beentred into, to withſtand iniuries,and to procure 33 3 
peace. The cauſes which haue drawne vs at this preſent /en1gwbic 
into the field againſt theſe our enemies, are knowne to ON 
many of you, namely, how theſe our enemies moſt vio- ſeuldier ts 
lently and in warlike maner, with Enſignes diſplayed, in Ai. 
the time of peace, without anie proclamation of Warre 


firſt made, according to the lawes of Armes, haue en-

tred into our territories and countrey, burned ſome of 


our Churches, defaced the auncient monuments of our 
elders, put multitudes of her Maieſties people to the 
[word, yea women and children, waſted their dwellings 
with fire, deſpoiled them of their goods, and rauiſned 
moſt ſhamefully their wiues, da . & kinſwomen, 
euen afore their faces: to be ſhort, there is no cruelty or 
tyrannie whatfoeuer which might be deuiſed, but they 
haue afflicted her Highneſſe ſubiects therewith , with- 
out all pitie or mercie. Fot which due recompence hath 


The cauſe of © 
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bene diue rſe tines by her Mafeſtics Embaſſadours re- 
uired, and yet none is made. Therefore either we 
muſt with word and fire be reuenged of theſe molt ex- 
treme dealings, or otherwiſe they will be encouraged to 
attempt the like : yca, they will account vs men of no 
courage,but cowa! ds 7 baſe hearted; a name which 
to our nation hath bene alwayes moſt odious, in that it 
hath bin accounted valorous in armes in all countries, 
as one writeth: 
Anglia Biitonio gens ſemper inclita Marte. 
Euerie man is borne once to die, and how, when, or 
where, is moſt vncertaine: and to giue our lives for our 
countrie, hathi al wayes among all nations (and amon 
the heathen) bene reputed an honorable thing, where- 
by euerlaſting faine is attained, ind left to poſteritie as 
the noble Orator Tu/ly iti maioresneſt1i.quiob rem 
publicam obierunt ,pro breut vita diuturnam memoriam 
redazaerunt : that is, To them which haue loſt their liues 
tor the common wealth, for a ſhort lite they haue yeel- 
ded euerlaſting memoric. There is no difference be- 
twixt the greateſt perſon & the meaneſt man, whe they 
are both dead, it there be no vertues or deres of fame 
done by them, whereby to commend theit name to po- 
ſteritie. Therefore eurrie man that deſireth to liue in 
name when he is dead, ought to endeuour himſelfe to 
leaue ſome memorie of his vertues or worthie acts, that 
it may appeare that once he liued here, elſe being laid 
in his graue, he ſhall ſoone be forgotten. Riches and 
beautie Claith Saluſt) dovanith ſoone away, but vertues 
and deeds of fame are cuerlaſting : which ſith ourliues 
areſhort & momentanie, we mult by this meanes make 
perpetuall. A glorious death is alwayes to be preferred 
afore aliſe ſtained with, reproch and infamie.

If you will conſider what miſeries and calamities hap- 
pen vhere the enemy preuaileth, look backe into the hard 
dealing of William Duke of Normandie, when he con- 
quered this Lande: itought greatly to encourage you in 
this ſeruice againſt the enemy. Did not he alter the whole 
ſtare and gouernment of our Countrey? Did he not make 
new Lawes, altogither profitable for himſelfe and his Nor- 
mans, and hurrtull to our Nation? Did he not ſpoile fim- 
dry of the Engliſh Nobles and others, of their lands and 
poſſeſſions contrary to promiſe, yea euen to thoſe Englith 
| Lordswhoaydedhim in that Conqueſt? Did not hee lay 
| greeuoustaxes, tallages and impoſitions, vpon our Natt- 
| on? There was no cruelty, no miſery, no ſeruitude or bon- 
| dagewhichcould be deuiſed, but he afflicted them there- 
wich, as by our Chronicles euidently appeareth : and ſhall 
we looke for any other if our enemies, ſhoulde preuaile ? 
| The wile Cato ſaid Felix quem faciunt aliena pericula cantum, Cato, 
' Happyishe that can beware by others digers & miſhap, 
| Now therefore, if euer you will ſhew your loyaltie to your 
Prince, and loue to your Countrey : your naturall affecti- 
on to your old father and aged mother, to your deer wiues 
and ſweet children, which cannot defend themſelues: if 
euer you will ſhew your ſelues careful to preſerue your po- 
ſterities that ſhall ſucceed : if euer you deſire to maintaine 
the Honour and Worſhip of the houſes whereot you are 
deſcended: it euer you will ſhewe your ſelues to come of 
the ſeed and generation of your valiant aunceſtors & cou- 
ragious foretathers : if euer you will leaue Honor or fame 
to your poſterities of your valour in Armes, herby your 
ofipring may be incouraged to follow your ſteps, nowe is 
the time or neuer. Plucke vppe therefore your hearts like 
men, 
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men, and ſer your reſt vppon it, determining with you 
ſelues rather to die in field in defence of your Prince and 
countrey, then that theſe myſeries ſhoulde happen vnto 
vs: if you turne your faces (which God defend) then {hall 
our Prince bee indangered, the ſtate of our Common- 
wealth ouerchrowne, we ſhall be {laine as thicke as motes 
in the {unnc; our fathers, mothers , wives and children 
ſhall be deſtroyed; our wiues, our daughters and kinſwo- 
men rauiſhed and defloured afore our faces, ſtraungers 
ſhall poſſeſle our lands and liuingsʒ and wee that now liue 
in honor, worthip and credit, and as it were at our one 
hearts caſe, ſhall then be made ſubiects, bondmen ſlaues, 
and peſaunts to Forreners and ſtrangers, and then ſhall al 
the myſeries before remembred, or which can be deuiſed 
be laide vpon vs. 

Ihere is no cauſe (my good friendes and fellowes in 
Armes) why wee ſhould ſtande in feare or doubt of theſe 
proud Spaniardes, tiiough they tarre exceede vs in num- 
ber, nor of their hauty lookes qr great bragges: for they 
arc ot no greater force or ſtrength now then they were in 
former times, when vader the conduct of that wort & 
couragious Prince of Wales, eldeſt ſon to K. Edw. the 3. 
almall Army of Englishmen, paſſed in deſpite of them 
through Nauarre into Spaine, & there cuen in the midit 
and bowels ot their own countrey, ouerthrewe at Nadres 
the vſurping K. Henry the baſtard, with diuers of his No- 
bility, and 60000, of the braueſt fighting men in Spaine, 
& erected in his place Don Pedro their Jawtul Prince, cõ- 
pelling the Nobility and citties to receiue him. Beſides, 
the valorous conqueſt atchieued by Iohn Duke of Lanc. 
brother to the ſaid Prince in Galicia, againſt Don Iohn, 

ſonne 
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ſonne of the ſaid Henry the vſurping baſtard, What fa- 
mous victorie the noble K. Rich. the firit obtained againſt 
the Souldan of Egypt andthe K. of Cypres in their owne 
tertitories, and made the ſaid K. of Cypres do homage tor 
that kingdom e to the crown of Engl. Beſides other Nati- 
ons W 81 laue often receiued fundry great onerthrowes 
at our hands, thogli they were mighty in Armes,fuch was 
the wil of God. who giueth v ictory where he ple -"XY 
And for that praiſe and rev ards are duc for iuſt deſerts, 
it you will thew your {clues valiant Captains and cour agi- 
ous ſouldiors in this ſeruice ,of which haue no doubt, and 
wherof I wil(God willing) make true report vnto her Ma 
you may be aſlared, that as ſhe wil highly commend you, 
10 you ſhalbe rew arded accordin fly: for ſhe holds ſuch as 
you to be the chiefe defenders of her ſtate and Common- 
wealth againſt the enemy, and regardeth not ſuch as liue 
daintily & at eaſe before men of your quality: For they (as 
Oſorius affirmeth which prefer ſuch beſore men of y your 
condition, are to be held ſubuerters of their countrey, in 
laying it 2 to the enemy, & in defrauding the ſame of 
her nece ary defence & ſateguard, And for my part J af- 
ſure you on my Honor, that whatſocuer perſons you ſhall 
take priſoners, & bat eme thing (hall fal into your hads 
of the ſpoile(after the battel)you ſhal enioy the fame with 
good wil, as the law of Armes requireth:tothe end ye may 
the rather be incouraged in this action now in hand: for ! 
hold it no reaſon that you ſhould abide the brunt of bat- 
tell, and not retaine and enioy the fame which you ſhall 
obtaine with the venturing of your liues and lofle of your 
bloud. And againe, the rather to encourage you in this 
ſeruice, {cc how gratioulie and carefully her Ma, and the 
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whole ſtate of the Parliament haue prouided for the kee- 
ping and releefe ofſuch of you which bee common {oul- 
diers, which ſhal happen to be maimed in her wars,which 
atore her daies was neuer done. 

And no to che end we may the rather preuaile againſt 
our enemies, I exhort and aduiſe you (noble Captains & 
valiant Gentlemen) attempt nothing in your fury without 
due conſideration firſt had, for ſuch enterprites are not 
holden to proceede of courage and valour, but rather of 
rathneſlc, which often bringeth danger to the waole Ar- 
my. And you couragious ſouldiors, ſubmit your {clues to 
the order and direction of your chieftaines and leaders,of 
whoſe great experience and skill in martiall affaires, you 
(hall not need to doubt, by reaſon of their continuall trai- 
ning vp therin : and ſo much the rather you mult thus do, 
becauſe you are not yet ſuch men of vnderſtanding in war- 
like diſcipline: So did the noble Græcians as Herodotus 
writeth, whereby ſmall companies gaue ſundry notable 
ouerthrowes to great multitudes of the Perſians in battel, 
euen when they were in their chiefeſt conqueits, & moſte 
triumphed of their glorious victories. Where no order is 
(the ſcripture ſaieth) there is confuſion and vtter ruine. 
Keepe therefore yourrankes, break not your arraies, ſtand 
faſt in your places to which you are appointed ; for out of 
doubt as obſeruation of orders in battell is neuer with- 
out hope of victory, ſo doth diforder open the way to the 
enimy to ouerthrow you. It you keepe order you ſhall be 
euen like a ſtrong Bulwarke againſt the enimie, which 
chey will with all their forces attempt to breake, being the 
only way to gaine them victorie : of which purpoſe it they 


falle, then they will bee vtterly difcomfited and fall into 
your

your hands. To conclude, forſomuch as the chance of war 
is vncertaine, and the ſequele therof ſtandeth doubtful, al- 
though the cauſes afore remembred, ought greatly to en- 
courage you in this ſeruice, and to hope of victory: yet let 
vs all make our ſelues readie for wMatſocuer it thall pleaſe 
God to lay vpon ys, and let vs make our humble prayers to 
| Almighty God, confeſſing our ſinnefull lines, and hearti- 
| lic repent vs thereof,who giueth grace in the very inſtance 

| oftime:as by the example of the theefe which was han- 
ged with our Sauior Chriſt appearethʒ wlio vſed theſe tew 
words vnto him. Lorde, remember mee when thou com- 
melt into thy kingdome. And Chrilt ſaid vnto him, This 
day (halt thou be with me in Paradice. And let vs cal vp- 
on him for his gracious aſſiſtance againſt our enemies, 
who no doubt wil ayde and defend vs againſt them accor- 
ding to his promiſe: for heauen and carth (hall paſſe, be- 
fore one iòte ofhis Couenant or promiſe, which he hath 
made to ſuch as ſerue and feare him ſhal faile, as the ſcrip- 
ture doth plainely teſtifie.

Rufus oucrthzow diucrs and ſundzy townes, pariſhes, vil⸗ 
lages and buildings, fo2 the ſpacc ofth2z& miles together, to 
make thereof a Fo2reſt, which to this day is called the new 
Foꝛreſt fo! wilde beaſts and deare, whereby no ſmall mem⸗ 
ber ofthe pa2eloft their houſes, their lands and liuings, fo2 
the maintenance ofſauage braſts, of whaſe hard dealing in 
this caſe, Docter White Biſhop of Wine heſter hath theſe ver 
ſes written as Camden affirmeth fo 198.

Did not he cauſe a greiuous paine to be 02dained, inſd⸗ 
much that who (a euer did kill any of the ſame deare he 
ſhould haue his cies pu: out: where vpon many rekuling to 
ſuſtaine ſuch an intollerable poke of thzauldome as was 
dayly laid vpon them by the Normans, cheſe rather to leaue 
both lands and gods, and after the manner ok ontlawes got 
them to the wods with their wines, childꝛen, and ſeruants, 
meaning from thencefoꝛth wholy to liue vppon the ſpoyle of 
the Countries adioyning and to take what ſo euer came ficſt 
to hand: wherevpon thoztite it came ta paſſe, that noman 

might 
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might in late tie trauel from his owne honſe oz towne to his 
neighbours, and euery quiet and honeſt mans houſe became 

as it were a hould oz foztreſſe, and was furniſhed foz de⸗ 

fence with Bowes, Arrowes, Billes, Pollaxes, Dwozdes, - 

Clubbes and Staues, the dozes kept locked and ſtrongly 

boulted, and namely in the night ſeaſon, fo2 feare to be ſur⸗ 

pꝛiſed as it had bin in time of war, and amongſt publique ent 

mies. Pꝛapers were made alſo to almighty God by the 

mailter ofthe houſe to ſaue and defend them, as though they 

had bin in the middeſt ofthe ſeas in ſome ſto2my tempeſt, by 

meanes oftheſc hard dealing towards the Engliſh nation. 

The people in the Nozth parts ok this Kealme did rebell, 

whome the Normans ſuppꝛeſled, and cauſed ſome of their ns cut o 
hands to be cut of in token of their rebellious dealings, and for ꝛcbelling. 
others by death to be puniſhed, and toke ſo great a diſplea⸗ 

' Cure with the inhabitants of thoſe parts, that he waſted all 

| the land betwixt Yorke and Durham, ſo that fo2 the ſpace of 

f 


90. miles, there was left in manner no habitation fo2 the 
people: by reaſon whereof it late waſte and deſerte by the 
. ſpaccof nine oz tenne yeares, ſo that no greater miſery in 
the earth could happen then that, intothe which our nation 
was now falne. 
Likewiſe,did not he take from the Towns and Citties, 
from the Biſhops and Abbies all their ancient pziniledges 
(A and free Cuſtomes, tothe end they ſhould not onsly be cut 
ſhoꝛt and made weaker, but alſo that they might redeme 
the lame ok him fo2 ſuch ſomes of money as it pleaſed dim to 
| appointe, to obtaine their quictnefſe, and made pꝛoteſtation 
that as he came to the gouernance of this Realme by plaine 
| conqueſt, ſo he would and did ſeize info his hands the moſt 
parte of euerie mans poſſeſſions, cauſing them toredeme 
> theſameathis handes againe, and pet retained a parte in 
the moſt parte of them, ſo that they that Choulde after 
wardes inioy them, ſhoulde acknowledge themſelues to 
hold them ok him, in yelbing a pearelp rent to him and his 
 Cacceſſozs foz euer. 4

Did not the Almighty turne away his diſpleaſure from the * ont 
childꝛen of Iirac!l at the pꝛaier of Moyſes, when they woz- 
ſhipped the golden Calfe,as it is wꝛitten in the 106. plalme.

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Did not Aſha the godly king of Iuda when Sarache king of 
Ethiopia came a gainſt him with an hoaſt of aboue ten hun⸗ 
dꝛed thouſand chariots, when they iopned battell in the vale 
of Zephera, cry to God fo aide againſt Sarachc:ſaying, Help 
v5 O Lord our God forwee do put our truſt inthee, and in thy 
Name wee goa: „aint this! huge multitude, thou art our Lorde 
God and no man ſhall pretaile againſt thee. And the Lo2de 
(mote the Ethiopians befoge Aſha and Iuda, and they were o⸗ 
uerthꝛowue that there was none of them lefte, but were de⸗ 
ſcroped befoꝛe the loꝛd und his hoaſt: 

Did not the god king lehoſophat when the grat number of 
the Amorytes and Moabites ioyned battell with him, befoze 
the battell began, ſtand vp, and ſatd ; Heere O luda and in- 
habitants of Ierulalem, put your truſte in the Lord your God, 
that you may be found faithful, giue credit to the prophet and 
ſo ſhiall ycu proſper, and their enimics were onerthzowne 
without ſtroke amongſt them ſelues, and with their owne 
foꝛces conſumed themſelues. Belides the example of S en- 
acherib king of Aflour, who with an hoaſte of one hundzed 
foure ſcoꝛe and fine thouſand (as the pꝛophet Efiy witneſ⸗ 
ſeth) could not pꝛeuail when he inuaded Heſeclua king of Ius 
da fo Heſechia did put on (ackcloth,and went vp to the tems 
ple and pꝛayid, and ſent Heliachym and other pꝛophets to E- 
Hay that he ſhuld pzay to Gad foꝛ them, and God ſent his An⸗ 
gels who llew the Aſlirians hoaſt. Wherby it doth appear, 
that it is not the great multitude of men of war, hoꝛſes, x 
chariots, but the koꝛd Cod that giueth victo2y in battell, who 
is called the loꝛd of hoſtes, who euer fightcthfoz his owne 
people, and neuer leaueth them diſtitute that put their truſt 
in him. 

Theſe are lelt to vs foꝛ eramples, that we ſhould not put 
truſt in our owne foꝛces and ſtrength, but repoſe our confi- 
dence in him that hath made all, and therfoze hath power of 
al things, he muſt keep and defend the City oz els the watchs 
men that keep it watch in vaine, as the pꝛophet ſaith, and ſo 


mult aide and aght foz vs, 0z elſe we cannot pꝛeuaile. 


And 
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And againe he ſaith, O helpe vs againſt the enimp, foz 
daine is the helpe of man, thꝛough God wee ſhall doe great 
things, r it is he that ſhall tread downe our enimies: There 
is no king that can bee ſaued by the multitude of an hoaſt. 
neither is any mightie man dehucred by mach ſtrength. A 
hc2le is counted hut a vaine thing to ſaue a man, neither cha: 
he deliuer any man by his great ſtrength. Be hold the cie of 
the Loꝛd is vpon them that feare him, and vppon them that 
put their truſt in his mercy, And pet we may not leaue ſoꝛ⸗ 
ces and other ordinary waies deuiſed and oꝛdained fo2 de⸗ 
fence, but muſt vſe them as the ſaid godly Kings and pꝛinces 


did againſt their enimies, al waies hoping in the gratious pfl. 1 78. 


aid and aſſiſtance of almighty God, and if he be on our ſide 
who is againſt vs, as the ꝛoph. ſaith, The Loꝛd is on my 
ſide J will not feare what man doth vnto me. 

Now therefoze conſidering theſe miſeries and calamities, 
which happen where the enimp doth pꝛeuaile, and the great 
pꝛeparation which they haue made to bꝛing vs vnder their 
ſuviectious and bondage, if cuer we will ſhew our loyalties 
to our Pꝛince, our cuntrey, oꝛ naturall affection to our pa- 


rents, our lone to our wiues, childꝛen and litle inkants which F erſyvations 
cannot defend themſelues: our god will to our kinſtotkes * 


friends and allies, it euer we will hew our ſcines carcfuil to 
pꝛeſerue our polterity to ſucceed vs; if euer we will haue de⸗ 
ſire to mantaine the honour, woꝛſhip and kame of the houſes 
whcrof we are de ſcended if euer we will ſhew our ſelues to 
come ofthe ſeed and generation cf our valiant anceſtoꝛs and 
couragious foꝛfathers:if euer we will leane honour o2 fame 
to our poſterities of our valour in arms wherbv our olſpꝛing 
may be alſo incouraged to follow out ſteps therein(fo2 ver⸗ 
tues andacts of fame line when men are dead) as the ſaying 
is viuit poſt funera virtus, n9we is the time foz it 02 neuer. 
Therloꝛe let vs pluck vp our harts like mẽ, make ready our 
hoꝛſes, ſcowꝛe our armoz, ſharpen dur ſwoꝛdes, and make 
bꝛight our weapons which wee are charged to haue A the 

awe: 
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lawe of this Realme (whereof we may haue a viewin this 
boke and fur nich our ſclues further with things meet foz 
the warres accoꝛding to our ability, and when we ſhall be 
commaunded by her maicſtties authezitie, let vs be ready 
and lette our reſt vppon it, determining rather to die in field 
in defence of our P2ince and Countrey, then that the entmy 
ſhould pꝛeuaile, whereby the miſeries, calamities, and bon- 
dages afoꝛe remembꝛed ſhould fall vpon vs. 

Af we ſtand to it like men, then ſhall we pꝛeſerue the woꝛd 
of God amongſt vs, our gratious Qucne, and her molt ho⸗ 
no2able Counſel, the ſtate of our common wealth, our owne 
liues, and our fathers, mothers, wines, childzen, friends, 
kinſfolkes x allies:then (hal we poſeſſe our lands, our gods 
and liuings in peace: then ſhall wee pꝛeſerue and continue 
our liberties and fredomes, and ſaue our ſelues and our 
poſteritie from thꝛawledome and bondage; and we ſhall 
paſſe the reſt of our liues to our owiie god contentment, and 
likewiſe accoꝛding to Gods god pleaſure. On the other ſide 
if we flie ( which God defend then (hall the woꝛd of God be 
ſuppꝛeſſed, our Pꝛince indangered, her Counlell brought 
in perill, the ſtate of our floꝛiſhing Common wealth oucr- 
thzowne : We ſhall be ſlaine as thicke as motes in the ſun, 
our fathers mothers, wiues, childꝛen, kinſfolkes and allies, 
hall be deſtroped with the hand of the enimp: our wines, 
daughters and kinſwomen, ſhall be rauiſhed and defloured 
afsT our faces, ſtrangers ſhall poſſeſſe our landes, liuings, 
and gods: and we that nowe liue in hono2, woꝛſhip credit, 
and eſtimation, and as it were at our owne harts eaſe, ſhall 
then be ſubiecs, bondmen, llaues, vaſſcls, and peſants, to 
foꝛreners and ſtrang ers, and then ſhall all the nuſcrics, ca⸗ 
lamities 4 bondage which may be deuiſed, be laid vpon vs. 
Therfkoꝛe conſider how greatly this matter ſtandeth vs vp- 
on, and with couragious harts and valiant mindes let vs 
ſtand to it, and diſcharge our duties to our Pꝛince and Cun⸗ 
trep, as we are bound by the lawe of God and by the lawe 
of natare;remembzing with our ſelues, that no man is boꝛn

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onely fo2 himſelfe , but fo2 his countrey alſo. Euerie man N ,... ;. 
| onght to doe what he can fo2 the pzeicrnation and god of the born for hid 
Common wealth: ſo did Vemolihenes,as Otorius wziteth, De- ſelte, but for 
woſtheres vero omnem laberem in ſempuerne glorie ſings , & in bis countrey 
Reipub. ſalute con/umabat. And each man ought to be alwapes * 

ready and diligent to withſtand as well fozreine fozce , as to 

appeaſe ciuill diſſention, that nothing be an unpediment that 

the Common wealth may not flourith in all happincſſe. Nos 

thing can be moꝛe diſcommendable and abbo2red, then llouth 

and idleneſſe, and nothing moꝛe commendable then courage x 

endeuour to ſerue the Common wealth, whercof the litle Ber 

in his kind giueth an example: fo2 he in the ſummer time toi⸗ 

leth, not oncly foʒ him ſelfe, hut alſo to his power to ſerue the 

Common wealth, and will not ſuffer the luggilh dzone Beer 

to taſt of his labour, as Vergil wziteth:

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The lone (ſaith Ouid ) of our coantrey is of greater fo2ce 
then all reaſon, foz it maketh the father to fo2get all naturall 
affection to p2eferre the ſafety of his countrey and commons 
wealth, befoze the welfare and ſafety of his deare childzen. 
CUhen as the Grecian flzete of one thouſand ſatle was 
thꝛough a great tempeſt by foꝛce kept a long time in harbour 
within the hauen of Boetia, and Agamemnon their Captaine 
had knowledge by the Dzacle that the nauie could not be re- 
leaſed but by the death of his daughter Phigema, was not he 
foꝛ ward to fullfill the Oꝛacle in offering her vp in lacrifice , 
and ready to follolo the counſell of Pirrhus perſwaving bim 
ſaying, Preferre patriam hiberrs regem decet, A king ought to pre- 
ferre his countrey before his children. Iohn king of Portingale 
bearing that p Pellican by ſhedding her heart bloud, wold re⸗ 
couer her pong ones that had bene ſtong by the byting of ve- 
nimous ſerpents, cauſed the picture ofthe bird to be caried in 
bis enſigne, thereby to ſhew that he was ready to ſpcnd his 
bloud foz the defence and ſafety of his ſubicts. When the A- 
thenians were greatly oppꝛeſſed by the Lacedemonians , & ans 
ſwer was made by the Ozacle of Apollo, that they ſhould be 
conquerozs whoſe Captaine was ficſt aine in battel, Codrus 
both king and Captaine of the Achenians diſfiguring bimlelfe, 
entred diſguiſed into the enemies campe, being clothed in a 
ſheapheards weed, and of purpoſe there picking a quarell, 
was llaine, which purchaled both victo2p fo the Achenians,and 
renownc to himſelte fo2 cuer To ſuch (ſaith Cicero)our fozee 
fathers, which foz the common wealth haue giuen their lines, 
fo2 alhozt life haue peelded euerlaſting memozy.

Aſſare pour ſelfe there is no ſeruice moze commendable,

| tiquitie, let vs ſe further what they recoꝛd touching the va · Hiſtoricr = 
liant ates and aduentures attempted 4 perfo:med by diuerſe ay 
fo; the defence and good of their Countrie. The wonderfull 
magnanimitie and reſolution of Mutius Sceuola,a pong Gen⸗ 
tleman of Rome, who delinered the Citie from ſiege, and cau⸗ 
ſed a firme peace betwirt Porſemia and the Romanes , fo2 he 
paſſed oner the riuer of Tiber with great courage and with an 
muincible mind, and entred the whole hoſt of Porſemia, till 
be came to the kings panilion, where finding him with a 
great company about him, pꝛeſſed in, and fine the Secretary in 
leead ok the king: but when he perceiued that it was not Pot- 
* ſemia, he was ſozy in bis mind, and in token thereof burned 

bis right hand in the fire, and told Porlemia, that though it 

were his chance to miſſe of his purpoſe, pet there were thzee 

bund2zed Gentlemen moꝛe in the city that had vowed to per⸗ 

fourme that action : wherevpon Porlemia ſeeing ſo great reſo⸗ 

lution that the Romanes had to defend their countrep, foozth- 

with raiſed his ſiege, and made peace with them. Il the valt- 

ant Horacius Cocles had not aduentured his liſe, and Horaci- 

us Fabius his Seigno2p foz the benefiteof their countrey of 

Rome, the name of the Romanes had bene cleere extinct 

long befoze the Romane Ponarchie . Notable is the hiſfo2 p 

of the widow Iuderh, which ventured to ſaue her Citie with 

bnſpeakable danger of her life: fo2 ſhe ſeeing no other wates 

to aſſwage the furie of Holofernes, but by the ſmooth wozdes 

and diſſimulation of a woman, pꝛeſented her ſeife befozehim 

in his chamber, and pꝛomiſed him faire vntill ſhe had lulled 

him aſleepe with d2inke, and then making her pꝛaiers to Al- 

mighty God to aCſiſt her againſt the pzond Aſſyrian Holoternes, 

ſhe tooke out his ſwozd and ſtroke of his head, and paſſed 

th2zongh his hoſt with her maid , hauing Holoternes head in a 

bagge, and ſo came to her caſtle in the night, and the next day 

fired his head vpon a powle fo2 the view of all his army: 

wherevpon they remonued , and 9 ſhe deligeced her Citie by 
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the great mercy and fato2 of God towaros ber. UWhat ſhall J 
ſap of Curtius that noble Romaine, and Aſlurus the kings 
ſonne of Phrigia, either of which leeing in their country a dans 
gerous bzeach o2cliffe in the earth, which they were periwas 
ded would not becloſed vp againe, vntill the belt thing in the 
citie/which they tooke to be a man ) were calf into it, willings 
ly thzew themſelues into the ſame , foꝛ the ſafety of the peo- 
ple. But fozraine examples are inaumecable,and not lo well 
knowne vnto vs as our owne. 


This Chapter ſheweth ſundiic examples of diverſe Noblemen 
of this land, who haue aduentured their lines in defence of 
their countrey , and how that cuerie man ought to indeuour 
him ſelfe to foilow their ſteps, and molt valiantly and teſolute- 
ly to light in defence of lus Prince and countrey, againſt all fo-

done from time to time to their Pzinces and countrey, when ſeruice of 
the Earle of Suffolke(hauing the charge of Mauns in France) dhe noble 
and the magiſtrates / ſpecially the cleargy of the ſame titie ——— 
conſpired with the French, aſlaring them that ifthey would n n 
come to lurpꝛiſe the citie, they ſhonld find them ready to re- Mauns in 
teiue them: and ſo they did, by meanes whereof, the ſaid Fraunce. 
Carle with the reſt of the laid Engliſh men were fozced to 
take the caſtle there, and keeve it, and in all haſt ſent to the 
Lo2d Talbot, who then lay at Alaunſon, tertiping him in what 
ſkate they ſtood, haning neither vicuall noz munition, and 
their caſtle almoſt vndermined, ſo that peelding now muſt 
follow, foꝛ reſiſtance would not helpe, if they were not aided 
with ſpecd. Did not the laid Lozd Talbot hearing this newes, 
with all haſt afſomvle his Captaines and ſouldiers to the 
number of ſleauen hundzed men of warre,and in the enening 
departed from Khaugton, and that night centred into the ſaid 
caſtle of Mans at a poſterne gate ſecretly? Whereupon about 
ſire oftheclocke in the mozring the Engliſh men iſſued out 
of the Caſtle crying aloud, 5.

floure of the Nobilitie of England , beſides a great number of 
the Lozds, Anights, Elquires and Gentlemen, and infinite 
thouſands ofthe common people. And to paſſe oner manie 
Fraunce, examples of like ſozt,in what pitifull Nate doth Fraunce now 
ſtand, which hath bene one of the moſt flouriſhing realmes of

to be, for many things by the ouercommer at the pleaſure of 

ſuch, by whoſe ayd he doth outrcome, euen againſt his will are

the fte feene thouſand men, gaue a great ogerthꝛow ta the French 
king at Agincourt tn Fraunce, where he had aſſembled to the 
number of fozty thouſand of the flower of all his countrey, 
bad taken many pziſoners of the french, both Robles and o⸗ 
thers, the french as they are men of great courage and va⸗ 
laur, ſo they aſzmbled themſelues againe in battell array,

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pzoclamation , that every man ſhould kilk his pzifoners- 

whereupon many were pzeſently ſlaine, whereof the French 
king hauing intelligence, diſperſed his armp, and ſo depar- 
ted: whereby you map ſee the miſeries of warre, that though 
they had yeelded and thought t hemſelues ſure of their liues. 
paying their ranſome,acco2ding to the lawes of armes, pet 
vppan ſuch neceſſarp occaſton, to kill them was a thing 

by all reaſon allowed, fo2 otherwiſe the king hauing loſt di 

nerſe valiant Caytaines and ſouldters in this battell, and 

being alſo but a ſmall number in compariſon of the French 

kings army r tn a ſtrong countrep, where he could net ſupply 

bis neede vpon the ſudden , it might haue bene much daun- 
gerous to haue againe iopned with the enemy, and kept his 
pꝛiloners aliue, as in our Chzonicles largely appeareth.

Beſides 
this, vpon their impudent aſſertion to the Pope and king of 
Spaine (though they knew a great part thereof ts be falle) 
they had lately afoze this pꝛoclamation, aduertiſed into di- 
nerſe parts of this Kealme, by their ſecret meſſengers (wher⸗ 
of ſome haue bene taken, and conkeſled the ſame ) that the 
king vpon their infozmations and requeſts, pzamiſedfoem- 
plop all his fozccs that he could make by ſea in p yeare of our 
Lo2d God 1592, to attempt once againe the inuaſion of this 
Realme : but becauſe ſome ofhis wiſeſt Counſellers doub- 
ted p he ſhould not pꝛeuaile he altred his purpoſe: beſides mas 
ny other leud pzactiſes 4 treaſonable! coſpiracies by ſapd fa- 
gitiues. But her Baicſtydoubteth not, vut Almighty God the 
defender of all iuſt cauſes, will(as he alwayes hitherto hath⸗ 
make all their deuices voyd, and by the helpe of her faitbfall 
ſubiecs lo increaſe her ⁊ their fozces,, and byerecution of her 
lawes by other politicke o2dinances, to impeach the afoze- 
lapd ſeditious p2actiſes and treaſons, and doth erhozt all the 
Eccleſiaſticall State, b their example of good life, and by 
their diligent teaching, to retaine the people ſtedfaltly in the 
pꝛofeſſion of the Goſpell, and in their duties to Almighty 
God and her aieſtie: and alſo ſhe hopeth to haue ſuch ſyf- 
ficient fo2ces in readineſſe by ſea , as by Gods goodneſſe,and 
with the helpe of her god ſabiects thall be as great oz greater 
then her bighneſſs hath had in any time beretofoze, to withs 
ſtand all ber enemies, and that ber ſubieus will conſider of

And further, her Mateſtie doth moſt earneffly require and 
charge all manner of her ſubtecs, with their hands, purſes, & 
adutces, pea all perſons of enery eCate with their pzayers to 
God , fo mone him to aſſift this ſo naturall, honourable, and 
p2ofitable a ſeruice, being only foz defence of their naturall 
counfrep, againſt ſtraungers and ſuch wilfull deſtroyers of 
their natine countrep, and monſtraus traptozs.

that haue therunts pelded.And to the intent to diſcouer theſes 
venimous vipers,02to chaſe them out of this reaime, fog in⸗ 
fefing many moꝛe, her Maieſty did thereby ſtraightly charge 
and commandall maner of perſons whatſoeuer without ex» 
cepfton, that was keper of anie houſe, family oz lodging, and 
gonernozs of ante ſocieties, to make diliget ſearch imme diat 
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lp vpon the ſaid Pꝛeclamation made, ot all maner of perſons 
that haue bene admitted oz ſuffered to baue bſnall reſozt, 
[ diet, lodging 02 reſidente in their houſes , oz in ante place by 
their appointment, within one yeare ended at Michaelmas 
then laſt paſt, oꝛ that from thencefozth ſhould be admitted 02 
luffe red to reſoꝛt, eate, lodge, rede 93 attend, to be examined

ding teſtimony ofthetr balour and courage, namely the very 
dap that Sir John Norris made that famous retraite befoze 
Gaunt , who when the Frenchmen fled with a diſozdered as 
mazement, did with a pꝛeſent courage and excellent directs, 
maintaine the place with ſuch regiments of Cngliſhmen, as 
were vnder his charge, and withſtanding the Duke of Parma 
with all his puiſſance, who furiouſiꝑ charged him, neuerthe- 


leſle withdꝛew his men, ſtill holding their pikes in the bo⸗ 


ſomes of their enemies vnder the walles of Gaunt, not u ith⸗ 
out erceeding damage tothe enemy, beſides diuerſe other 
great ſeruices done to pᷣ̊ ſapd king in the field, But how were 


they recompenced foz the ſame? were x agreat number of 
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them ſaffered to pcriſh in maner fo2bunger, & could neither 
get meat, noꝛ their pap, to pꝛouide foz thetc need: whereupon 
ſome of them were conſtrained by fozaging in the country to 
relieue their hunger, and were not foure and twentte of them 
taken by the Spaniſh Pꝛouoſt, and caried to Andenard, of the 
rendzing whereof they had bene the chicfeſt meane e there o⸗ 
penly hãged in the market place? And was nat another trope 
. of them being thirty in number in a village ncare Papering in 
a Flaunders, by a company of the Spaniards, after a friendly ? 
; \.,_ fouldierlikeſalutationofeachfide , as they were all making 
| rw merrie together, on a ſudden taken at aduantage , and vaars 
mot name Med, and moſt freacheroufly,cowardly,and inhumanely mars 
/ fully. thered euerie one / whereof, though ſundzie complaints were 
made to the Duke by their friends that were thus murthe- 
red, and by their Captaines, pet Spantards being the doers 
thereof, there could be no remedp noz iuſtice obtaintd. But to 
make them amends, becauſe they wold be the cle anlier rid ß 
the reſidue of this miſerable trope, the Campe being then bee 
foze Winoch Bargen, Wherein lay a migt y lrong garriſon of | 
Frenchmen, they made them two Fo2ts of purpoſe, in which 
they willingly placed the Engliſh in the vttermoſt part of 
the whole Campe,z neareſt confining to the towne,to the end 
they might haue all their thꝛoats cut(as indeed they had in ve⸗ 
rie few nights after) at which time the enemie aſſaulting the 
with great furie and they defending themlelues moſt man- 
fullp, aboue the ſpace of one houre, in ſuch ſozt as the Alarum 
paſſed though the whole Campe pet they were not relicued 
foith any ſuccour at all, inſomach as the greateſt part of thi | 
being flaine, the enemie at laſt cntred, and put the reſidne to 
the lwozd. To rehearſe the ſundzy and ſeuerall calamitics 
that theſe paze men, aſwel Captaines as ſouldiers endured, | 
during the time of their vnfoztunate ſerutce , eſpecially at 
' Gansbecke, Aske and Gauer, would ſæme foz the bnfpeakeable | 
[trangencſfle therof, ſcarcely credible, foz they neuer receiued 
in all the time of their ſeruice one moneths pay, their Liens 
tenants and their Cnſignes baue bene ſ@ng to go bp —— 
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dolvne ſickely and famiſhed, begging their bꝛead, couered on- 
ly with poze blankets and tickes of featherbeds, that they had 
rifled in the villages abꝛoad. And foꝛ a further pꝛole of the 
cruelty of the Spaniards againſt the Engliſh nation, when» 
ſoeuer the foztane of warres hath deliuered any of vs info 
their hands, it is ſtrange to thinke with what ar&dic and vn⸗ 
ſatiable thirſt , they haue deſired to (hed the Englich bloud. 
And to2 examples, at Heſendale, where ſundzie Engliſh regi⸗ 
ments being by the Marſhal Byron abandoned and betrayed, 
were by them defeated andoucrth2owne as ts ſcarcely credi- 
ble, what barbarous crueltie they vled vpon men rendzed 
and demanding mercte vpon their knees. But admit all crucls 
tie tolerable ducing the ſurte of an execution (though amõgſt 
Chꝛiſtians and men of noble and valozous minds, there is 
pet a moderation to be vſed / what bloudy inhumanitie was 
euer heard the like to that which they vſed the next day: foz 
wheras the l:alians x Burgonians (moued with a ſouldierlike

ment to ouerſee. Ther ſcozne and hate pou: foz a great com- 
panie of them ſtanding together, ſ@ing certaine Engliſhmen 
paſſe by, one of them ſapd , that he wondꝛed what the Ling 
made with anie ſuch vermine in bis connfrey. Another of 
them ſware a great oath , that loke how manie Engliſhmen 
there were in the kings ſernice , there were ſo many ſpies x 
fraitozs. The third ſaid, it was an almes dad to put them all 
tn ſackes, and thꝛow them into the river . And the fourth 
ſatd, if would be a better courſe to ſend them to the kings gal- 
lies, where in regard of their big ioints and bzoed ſhoulders 
they could not but pzoue god fo tug at an oare.A great main 
that countrey (ware by a great oth, that he knew not any one 
of the Engliſh in regard of his ability, fit to do þ king ſeruice 
woꝛth the ſtraw that lay vnder his fot, Another great man of 
that country ſaid, that he did not know what ſcruice the En. 
gliſh had done, oz were able to do, vnleſſe it were to ſpend the 
kings money in tauernes and bzothell houſes. 

They ſought to dilgrace pou: fo2 whereas ſome of the En⸗ 
aliſh Captaines had made of their owne charges news faire 
Enſignes, thoſe Enſignes were by a Spaniſh Commiſſatie 
called Spine / who came with oꝛder to diſſolue the regiment / 
taken violently from thoſe that bare them, in pꝛeſence of the 
Carle of Weltmerland, who was Cozonellof the regiment: 
t fo a greater diſgrace both to htm x the reſt, though both be, 
Captaine Treſham, ę the other Captaines complained to the 
Duke foz redzeſle, vet thep could not obtaine any:the Span 
ard afterwards made his bꝛags, that be turned the Cngliſh 
Enſignes into Spaniſh fleld beds.

thy knight now deceaſed ſir John Norris, the kæping of Aloſte, 
and being Commaͤder ofthe reſt of the companies there,moſt 
traiteroullp rendꝛed the towne, himſcife and the whole regi⸗ 
ment being well neare a thouſand,as tall and well appoin⸗ 
ted men as were in any part or all Europe) to the ſeruice of 
the king of Spaine fo2 3 0000 French crownes: which ſeruice, 
how bencficiall and meritoꝛious it was to the Spaniard , ſuch 
as know the countrey can teſtiſte ſuffictently: fo by peelding 
ofthe lapd fowne , thep were the occaſion that they got Der- 
mounde,the Saſle, the fozt of Leyskins Hooke,S. Anthonies,g S. 
Margaret, the Doore, the beſt part of the land of waſt, + in ma- 
ner Gaunt it ſelt᷑, as the ſequele berie apparatly ſheweth: not⸗ 
withſtanding all which ſeruice , were they not within two 
peares ſpace with hunger, the gallowes and other rigozous 
dealings quite conſumed, and bzouaht to nothing, as is afoze⸗ 
ſaid. They counted fo2 the like Biz William Stanley and Row - 
land Yorke, the one rendered bnto the king the towne of De- 
uenter, the other betraping to him the fozt of Sutteuen. 

As pe haue heard the end ol the ſayd reuolted regiment to 
the king of Spaine, ſo pou ſhall heare the end of pcur Cap⸗ 
taines and guides, which is ſef down here to the end you map 
perteiue, that ſuch and ſo great calamities as thoſe tould ne- 
ner haue hapned to them without the apparant hand of God, 
whoſe reuengefull iuſtice neuer ceaſed to purſue the infidelt- 
tie of thoſe miſerable men, vntill he had taken them from the 
face of earth:ũrſt Norris chief Captaine and ring-leader of the 
reſt, after hee had con ſidered or the foulneſſe of his fact, and 
withall did ſee the ſcoꝛne and contempt wherein bee lined 

onder the @paniard, it wzought ſuch an impzeſſion in his 

hart, that bee fell into a kind of lunacp, being in pziſon in 

Fluſhing, and in the ende ended there his life with his owne 

pand: 3ibſon riſing out of his bed ſuddenly (being in man⸗ 

ner naked) was by a Spanith * pzeſently thut 
+ 
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th:ongh the body and ſo died, whoſe wife ſued to the Dake 
of Parma foz iuſtice, but the Engliſh bloud was there of ſuch 
vile pꝛice being ſhed by a @paniard , that the matter was 
thought not woꝛthy to be inquired of. Corniſn was in one of 
the ſapdlittle fozts at ſuch time as it was ſurpziſcd by the 
Frenchmen , where both bumſelfe , bis Weutenant, bis 
Enſigne and whols company were miſcrably flaine and 
mangled. 

Barners was ſhot thzough tho right arme by a man vn⸗ 
knowne , with a (mall ſhot, in ſuch ſozt that be bath vtterly 
loſt the vſe thereof, and after liued in great miſery and pos 
nerty: ſuch ( after theſe mens ſeruices was their foztune, £ 
ſuch is the ende of all trecherous and euill affected Cngl:ſhs 
men to their Pꝛince and countrep. 

Pygot died ſuddenly in the Parſhalſep at London, being 
ſent thither as pziſoner from Oitend , Daulcon became a Py» = 

| rate, and was hanged in the Noꝛth countreyp; Captaine 1 ay- 
| ler was Qlaine by the Earle of Weſtmerland in the Spaniſh 
Campe: Captaine Vincent was hanged, Chenic at Bargenop- 
ſome, Captaine Welch was ſlaine vnder the walles of Roane, 
Yorke, and Williams were executed at Zyburne . Thus pon 
haue heard what it is to liue vnder, and ſeruea fo2reyne 
Pꝛince. Ther truſt you not, fa2 how can a ſtrange Pzince 
in reaſon perſwade bimlelfe,that ſuch as are traitours, and in 
their actions monſters againſt their countrey , will be faith⸗ 
fall to him, but will alwapes carry a iealous opinion over 
ꝛouthat he will neuer credit you with any ſeruice of impoz* 
taace, vut when he will appoint greater perſons to ouerloke 
» you. Me which (@keth to conquer another countrey. will vle 
Hens, All wayes # deuiſes to attaine his purpoſe. The beaſt 1::0a 
Eccleſ. cap. (as is mentioned tn Eccleſiaſtes) counterfeits the voyce of 
— liger, Aman, and ſo entiſeth him out of his houſe with fatre per⸗ 
na ib. 3, ſwaſtons, and then deſtropeth him. The Crocodiles nature is, 
when he would denonre a man, fo weepe as thongh he were 
Choodiles, louing and kind, when be would d2aw him on to kill him. 


Who will not (that bath pis ſenſes ) rather endure any hard 
foztung | 
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foztune bnder bis owne naturall Pzincs , who will not ra- 
ther loſe his life by the hand of the enemy, in defence of his 
natiue counfrep , then hazard it in the ſernice of any foze 
repne Pzince againſt the ſame? Yon ſhouldrather ſap, as E- 
neas the noble Troian, when the Greeks had won Troy ,after- 
wards trauelling thzough the raging ſeas to ſeeke the land 

of Italie, falling into a dangerous tempeſt, and ſeri ng no hope 


of life, held vp his hands. and vled theſe wozds :

Ahen Pilate ſapd to Chꝛiſt: Rnoweſt thou not. p J haue po- 
wer to loſe ther r alſo to ccucifie theezhe ſapd; thou ſhoul del 
haue no power at all ouer me, were it not giuen thee from az 
boue: our Sautoz Chzilt was called afoze the high Pꝛieſts to 
anſwere to his doctrine , did he oppoſe himſelfe-any wap a⸗ 
gainſt them: no, he knew they had their authoꝛity from God, 
and therefoze he ſhewed all obedience lo them in reſpec of 
their place, and patiently ſuffcreddeath (though vniuſtly / ac⸗ 
coding to their wicked law and iudgements. 

Chen Malcus with other of the high Pziefſts ſernanfs, 
came by their commandement to take Chꝛiſt, Peter d2ew ont 
his ſwo2d x cut off Malcus earc:4 Chꝛiſt ſaid vnto him. Put vp 
thy ſwoꝛd into thy ſheath, foꝛ all Þ ſtrike with the (wozd ſhall 
pcriſh therewith : thinkeſt thou that J cannot ſpcatic to my 
Father, and he ſhall giue me moze kben twenty legions 
of Angels : but how ſhould then the Scripture bee per- 
fozmed? 

The famous clarke Eraimusin his Paraphzaſe bppon this 
place of Scripture, ſpealicth theſe woꝛds vnto Peter, Los 

ers 
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were in the perl of Chꝛiſt. Put vp thy ſwozd into thy theath: 
matters of the Goſpelt are not in ſuch manner to be delen⸗ 
ded, if thou wilt ſucceed me as my bicar, thou muſt fight with 
no other ſwoꝛd then of Gods woꝛd, which cutteth away ſinne, 
and laueth the man. And the auncient father Tertullian in his 
Apologia cap. 37 ſapth, In our pꝛofeſſlon moze meeter it 
is to be ſlaine then to ſlay. So did all the Part pzs of God, by 
whom the Churchof Chzilk increaſed, Saint Auguſtine | ſaith: 
Not re/itenao /ea perferends : Not by reſiſting, but by ſuffering. 
It the Pzince ſhould ſet foꝛth a law touching the wozlhiping 
of God, oz matter of conſcience againſt the wozd of God, and 435 
lymit a paine fo the bzeakers thereof, though the ſubica be ” 
not bound in conſcience to obſerue that law (fo2 in ſuch caſes 
a man mult rather obey God then man pet he map not re« 
bell noz oppoſe himlelfe violently againſt his Pzince, but 
he muſt rather referre his cauſe to God, and ſubmit himſelfe 
to p puniſhmẽts of the law, as Saint Peter ſaith;@nubmit pour Peter.: 
ſelfe to euerp oꝛdinance of man fo; the Lo2ds ſake, whether 
it be tothe king, as to the chiefe , 02 to them that be (ent of 
him: then it followeth, he may not rebell whatſocner the 03- 
dinance be. 

The Jewes had a law, that whofoener ſhould ſap, pe was 
the Sonne of God, ſhould die: Chziſt that was the ſoonne of n 
God in deede, and fo declared þtmlelfe to the people to be pet , Weg 
he did ſubmit himſelle to the paine of the law, though tit be 


vngodly. 
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The manner how to ſuppreſſe rebels, with a perſwaſion to all 
ſubiects to the due of obedience oftheit Prince: the great in- 
conueniences that ariſe of ciuill warres. How hatefull the 
name ofa traytour is to the poſteritie; and what plagues haue 
fallen not onely vppon traytors, but alſo vppon ſuch as haue 
bene murmurers againſt their Princes & Gouernors.

thinke to ſtay a great water falling headlong from the high rocks. 
It wild beaſts cannot be tamed with ſtrokes, but by gentle 
and ſkilfull vſing of them, who can thinke with ſharpe and 
rough wozds to tame ſuch , as of all beaſts are moſt fierce 2 
The Senate of Rome did bery often repzehend ſuch as vſed 
fozce to appeaſe the furie of the people, and rather comended 
Menenius Agrippa, which not with bitterneſſe,but rather — 
LI gent 
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gentleneſſe and cunning vſed; to reduce the people fo their o⸗ 
bedience and dutie, which aboue all other bzedto himimmoz- 
tallpzaiſe , andglozie to the common wealth. And to that efs 
fect the Poet Virgill wziteth thus: G

Whe ſedition is raiſed amongſt the common people, in their rage 
firebrands and [tones flie(for turie doth miniſter weapons) then i 
they ſee by chaunce anie graue man, to be reuerenced for his ver- 
tee and good deſerts, they are ſilent, and hearken to him diligent- 
ly, and he aſſwageth with his mildneſſe and wiſe ſpeeches theit 
minds and rages, Mo did Pericles the Athenian, Peter Lore - 
dan the Nenetian and others, whereby it appeareth that ver- 
tue and wildome doth ſometime mozs pꝛeuaile in theſe caſes, 
then either lawes, armes, oꝛ the commandement of rulers, 
And to reſtraine ſach rebellious people, and reduce them 
to due obedience, the feare and reuerence of Religion , bath 
bene in tunes paſt of great fozce: foz as Bodinus wziteth, whe 
tiuill warres were raiſed amongſt the Flozentines , and 
great ſlaughter and blondſhed happened amongſt them in the 
Citie, and no fozce of man could reſtraine the ſame, Fraun- 
cis Soderinus the 1Biſhop, bauing on his pontificall ozna- 
ments, and a companie of Pꝛieſts attending on him, and the 
Croſſe bozne befoze him, entred into the middeſt of the Citi⸗ 
zens thus aſſembled; whereupon they fozthwith foz the fears 
they had of religion, did patoff their armonr : ſo did Iudas

#:\orration After that Almightie God had deſtroped the wozld fog the

make good lawes.And laſtly, be gaue ſtraight commandemet 
to the ſubiects touching their obedience to their Soneratgne 
Lo2vs andrulers, as Saint Paule ſaith , Let euerie ſoule ſub- 
mit himſelte to the higher Powers: there is no power but of 
God, all powers that be, are ordained of God: whotocucr there- 
fore reſiſteth the power, refilteththe ordinance of God, and they 
that teſiſt, procure to themſelues darnnation : for 1wlers are not 
fearefull to them that do well, but to them that do euill, Wilt thou, 
be without feare of the power ? do well then, and ſo thou ſhalt 
be praiſed of him: for he is the miniſter of God ordained for thy 
wealth, But if thou doeuill, then feare , for he beareth not the 
{word in vaine: for he is the miniſter of God to take vengeance of 
them that do euill. Wherfore we muſt obey, not onely torfearc of 
vengeance,but for conſcience ſake allo, tor that cauſe we pay tri- 
burc,for they are Gods miniſters ſetuing for that purpoſe.

to abſolue or reconcile any perſon or perſons, or to graunt or pto- 
miſe to any perſõ or perſons within this Real me, or any other the 
Qucenes Maieſties dominions, any ſuch abſolution ot teconcilia- 
tion by any ſpeech, preaching teaching, writing,or any other o- 
pen deede, ot if any perſon or perſons within this Realme , or any 
the Queenes Maieſſies dominions after the ſay d fitit day ct July, 
ſhall willingly receiue or take any ſuchablolution or reconcilia- 
tion, or elle it any perſon or perſons haue obtayned or gotten 
ſithens the laſt day of July, in the firſt yeate of the Queenes Ma- 
ieſties Raigne, or afterthe ſayd firſt day of July , (hall obtaine or 
get from the ſayd Biſhop of Rome , or any his ſucceſſors or Sca 
of Rome, auy manner ot Bul, writing, or inſtrument wrucen , ot 
printed, containing any thing, matter, or cauſe whatſocucr , or 
(hall publiſh or by any wayes or mcanes put in vre, any ſuch Þul, 
writing, or inſtrument, that thẽ al & euety ſuch act & acts, offẽce 
and offẽces, ſhall be deemed & adiudged by the authority of this 
Act to be high treaſon, & the offender & offenders tliercin, their 
procurers, abbetters and counſellers, to the committing the ſay d 
offence and offences, ſnall be deemed high treaſon to the Queene 
and the Realme, and being thereof la vfully indicted and attayn- 
red, ſhall forfeit as in caſes of high tteaſon, and their ayders, coun-

CHAP. 10. 


J Ven William Duke of Normandie attempted 
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o inuade this land, there were certaine Nos 
blemen of England, which were aiding x alli⸗ 
ſting to him in this action, to whom he made 
manp faire and large pꝛomiſes, vntill he had

wonne the Crowne, and then he foꝛgot and 
nothing regarded them: and they wi ich thought themſelaes 
ſure to be made foꝛ euer by bzinging in this ſtranger into this 
realme, did ſ& themſelues vnderfot,and to be diſpiſed # moc⸗ 
ked on all ſides. Againe, when the variance was in England 
betwirt king lohn and ſome of his Barons, and that the king 
did put them often to the woꝛſt, they did waiteto the king of 
Fraunce Philip, pꝛaping aide of him, and requiring him to ſend 
Lewes his ſonne with men ok warre into England, to aſſiſt the 
ag ainſt their king, pzomifing that they would accept him foz 
their king, and do him homage: whereupon the French king 
ſent his ſonne Lewes with a great company into Eagland, to 
whom the Barons did homage, and the ſaid Lewes foke an 
oath 
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oath alſo to maintaine and perfo2me the old lawes ecuſfoms 
of the realme and to reſtoꝛe to cuerie man his rightfall bert- 
tage and lands: requiring the Barons to continue faithfull 
vnto him: and he vſed them ſo curteoufly, and gaue them ſo 
manp faite woꝛds, and made them ſuch large pꝛomiſes, that 
thep belerued him alluredly, but they remembzed not that 
Lewes loked foꝛ a kinadome. And what will not manie do, if 
they may thereby be ſure, oʒ in hope to get a Crowne, as one 
w2iteth: |

Frenchmen vſed them fo familiarly as at the firſt comming 

they did, but ſhewed moze loftie countenance towards them, 


whercby they greatly encreaſed the indignation of the Cn-

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glich Loꝛds again tgem who might euill abide to be ſo ouer⸗ nac boꝛ⸗ 
ruled To conclude, where great pzotmiſes were made at their ; 
entring into the land,thep were low enough in perfozming 
the lame: ſo as the expectation of the Englich Barons was 
made quite voyd, foꝛ thepperccined dailp, that they were de⸗ 
ſpiſed and ſcoffed at fo2 their difloyalty ſhewed towards their 
owne naturall Pzince, hearing now and then nips x taunts 
openly by the Frenchmen , ſaping, that as the p had ſhewed 
themſelues falſe and vntruſtie to.their owne lawſull king, ſo Not 
they would not continue anic long time true to a ſtranger. * 
Vererpon the Barons better conſidering the wozds of the 
ſayd U:connt of Mc loir. and withall the great daunger 
that the realme was breught in by their diſſenfion and op- 
poſition againlt their ſoucratane Lozd, and the litle ac⸗ 
count the Frenchmen made of them, gaue them tuft occaſion el oer 
to take a better courſe, and ſo they reuolted to king Hentie * 47 
their naturall Liege Lo2d (fo2 King lohn Choztly after the - 
comming of Lewes into England departed this life) and 
they ioyned with the Uing in battell againlt Lewes, where 
be had a great oucrthzow: whereupon he and all his com 
pantie departed into Fraunce, and king Hcurie pollellcd the 
Crowne after that in quiet. 
Czlar was wont to ſay of ſach as were falſe to their c, 
2ince and conntrey, that be loucd Traitozs to ſerue 8 
his turne, but abhozred them as monſtrous to the com- 
mon wealth. 
It is w2itten of Alexander the Great, who had conquered Alexander. 
many countreys , that he did long time (@ke many wapes 
to winne a certaine countrep pertaining to Darius king of 
Perſia, and perteiuing that it was inuincible, he dealt with 
a noble man that had the charge thereof , bnder the king foz 
a great ſumms of money to peeld that countrey to his poſ- 
ſeſſion , and ſe did Alexander gine god countenance in his 
Court to this noble man a god ſpace , and in the end en- 
tring into a dape conſideration of the matter, and meaning 
therebp to make an example to ſuch as he might counnit 
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traſt vnto, fo beware of ſach treaſonable pzaciſes,be ſudden 
ly commaunded execution to be done of this noble man, who 
bearing thereof,and litle deſcruing the ſame as be thought, 
deſired to come to Alexanders pzeſence (Which was graunted) 
beſought him to know the cauſe of this ſudden erecution:who 
ſayd thou haſt bene falſe to thine own Pzince,how can Ithen 
truſt the , oz hope thou wilt deale truely with me oꝛ be mp 
true ſubiect if I ſhould credit thee with the like: and fo he was 
erecuted, Philip king of Macedondid greatly blame his ſonne 
Alexa der in an Epiſtle which he did wzite to him ſaping, what 
occaſion oz conſideration hath bzought thee into this hope, that 
thou ſhouldeſt thinke that they wilbe and continue true and 
faithfull vato the whom thou haſt coꝛrupted with money: 

I readcof one Chriſtopher Paris, that had p charge of a Cas 
fle in Jreland,fo the vſe of bis Loꝛd I homas Ficz gerauld, and 
being dealt withall by the king of England his Lieutenant 
there, to yeeldto him to the vſe ofthe king the ſayd Callle,foz 
a certaine ſumme of money agreed in the end ſo to do, and des 
liuered bp the hold accozdingly.and receiued his money. After 
the Lieutenant conſidering the vniuſtneſſe of this man to his 
Lo2d, which had put him in truſt with the ſafe keping of bis 
Caſtle, and to whom he was depely beholden, meaning to 
make an eraple of ſuch treacherie, cauſcd this Captaine pꝛe 
ſently to be executed, declaring thereby though foz the time he 
tmbzacedthe benefife of his treaſos,yet after be could not di(- 
geſt the vnfaithfull dealing ok this traitoꝛ to his Paiſter, that 
had truſted him with a place of ſuch great credence and de- 


Chriſtiã van fence. Chriſtian van de Veque betrayed foz a great penſion the 


de Vcque, 


the Caſtle of S.lohn,being one of the moſt impoꝛtãt foꝛtreſſes 
of Portugall,to king Philip, who in the end was rewarded with 
ſuch as a traifo2 deſerneth:fo2 being a while entertained with 
hope. was at laſt baniſhed to p wars of Attica foz ten peares. 
The like vſage in maner receined all his fellowes, which be- 
traped the king of Porcugall their lawfull king, by deliuerie⸗ 
of luch places as they had in gouernement , oz by doing the 


king of Spaine any other ſeruice to the pꝛeiudice of Don An- 
thonio 
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thonio kingofPortugall, 
Baue wenct dene f p vnnaturall pzaciſes of Shelley, Cha: les 
Paget, and others, with the Spanizrds to inuade our countrep, 
and to haue oucrthzowne this happy fate and nonernement 
thereof?lok2 into a litle treatiſe j nbliſhed 85, where it is 
ſet downe at large. The P2ophct Elay ſpeakety ot one Sobna E@y.14., 
whom the king Helekiah had greatly aduaunccd , who out Sobra. 
wardly ſhewed that he world line and dpe with him, but he 
had a falſe hart to his Pꝛince, and moze fauoured the Aſſrians, 
the kings enemies, who ſonght to inuade his ccuntrep, but he 
was caried captiue into a fozreine conntrey farre off acco2- 
ding to Gods ozdinance. and there dyed in confuſion . Such as 
are traito2s to their owne tountrep, may be well compared to 
the viper whoſe nature and pꝛopertie is, as Plinywziteth, that Rhetorik. 
when by courſe of time he is to tome fooꝛth of the belly of his Wilo. fo. 64. 
damme , be eateth a hole thꝛough the ſame, by mcancs wicre- Flinte. 
of ſhe dycth , and ſo is be the cauſe and the dell rucion of her 
that did bꝛa d nouriſh and pꝛeſerue him.

her authoritie, in rayling ſort beyond all good humanitie : all 
which bookes,libels, & writings tend bytheir ſcope, to perſwade

In conſideration whereof, herHighneſſe graciouſly minding 
to prouide for. good and ſpeedy remedy to withſtand ſuch no- 
table, dangerous and vngodly attempts, and for that purpoſe to 
haue ſuch enormous malefactors diſcouered, and condignly pu- 
niſhed,doth ſignifie by the ſame proclamation her Highneſſe diſ- 
liking, and indignationof ſuch dangerous and wicked enterpriſes, 
and for that purpoſe doth thereby will and ſtraightly charge and 
command, that all perſons whatſoeuer, within any her Maicſtics 
Realmes and dominions, who then had, ot then after ſhould haue 
any of the ſayd ſeditious bookes, pamphlets, libels, or writings,or 
any of the like nature already publiſhed, or then after to be publi- 
ſhed in his or their cuſtody, contayning ſuch matters as aboue 
are mentioned againſt the preſent order and gouernement of the 
Church of England, or the lawfull miniſters thereof, or againſt 
the rites and ceremonies vſed in the Church, and allowed b 
the lawes of this Realme, that they and euery of them ſhould 
preſently aſter with conuenient ſpeede bring in, and deliver vp 
the ſame vnto the Ordinary of the Dioceſſe, ot of the place, where 
they inhabite, to the intent they might be vtterly defaced by the 
ſayd Ordinary, or otherwiſevſed by them. And that from thence- 
forth no perſon or perſons whatſoeuer, ſhould be ſo hardy as to 
write, contriue, print, or cauſe to be publiſhed or diſtributed, or 
to keepe any of the ſame, or any other bookes, libels, or writings 
ofthe like nature and qualitie , conttarie to the true meaning, and 
intent of her Maieſties ſayd proclamation: and like wiſe, that none 


aſter 
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after ſhould giue any inſtruction, direction, fauour, or aſſiſtance, 
tothe contriumg, writing, printing, publiſhing, or diſperſing of 
the ſame, or ſuch like bookes, libels, or writings whatſocuer, as 
they tendered her Maieſties good fauour, and would auoyd her 
Highneſſe diſpleaſure, and as they would anſwere ſor the con- 
tratie at their vttermoſt perils; and yponſuch further paines and 
penalties, as by the law any way might be inflited vppon the 
offendets in any oftheſe behalfes , as perſons maintaining ſuch 
ſecitious actions which her Maieſtie affirmeth by that proclama- 
tion ſhe mindeth to haue leuerely executed. Andifeny perſon 
had knowledge of theanthors, writers, printers, or diſper- 
ers thereof, that they ſhould within one moneth after the 
publicationofthe ſayd proclamation , diſcouer the ſame to the 
Ordinary of the place, where he had ſuch knowledge, or to any 
of her Maieltics priuie Councell , as by the ſame proclamation 
plainly appcareth. 

After that Martin Marprelate and his fellowes were 
reſtrained of ſetting foozth their ſeditious bookes , they and 
ſachilike vſed to aſſemble themſelnes'in connenticles, where 
they had exerciſes (as they termed them of religion con- 
trarp to the law, wherenpon a Statute was very neceſ⸗ | 
ſarily made in the fine andthirteth yeare of her Paieſties 35. EL cap. 1. 
raigne to the effect following. 
| If any aboue ſixteene yeares of age, ſhall obſiinately refuſe to 

cometo ſome vſuall place of Common prayer, to heare divine 
deruice, eſtabliſned by the Queenes Maieſties lawes by the ſpace 
of one moneth without lawfull cauſe , or ſhallby printing, wir- 
ting, or expreſſe words,aduiſedly and purpoſely practiſe, or go a- 
bout to moue or perſwade any within her Maieſties dominions, 
to denie, withſtand, and impugne her Highneſſe authority in 
cauſes eccleſiaſticall vnited to the Crowne, or to that end ot pur- 
poſe ſhall aduiſedly and maliciouſſy moue or perſwade any 
whatſoeuer, to forbeare or abſtaine from comming to Church, to 
heare diuine Seruice, and receiue the communion according to 
her lawes, or to come to, or be preſent at any vnlawfull aſſem- 
blies, conuenticles, or meetings ynder colour, or pretence of any 
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exerciſe of religion, Eontrary to the Statutes of this Realme, as 
afote is ſayd, cuery perſon thereof conuicted {hall be imptiſo- 

ned without bayle or maynpriſe, vnt ill they ſhall confirme them- 
ſelues to come to Church, and heare diuine Seruice, according 
to her Highneſſe lawes, and make ſuch open ſubmiſſion and de- 
claration of their conformity, as is there ſet done. If the offen- 

det aforeſayd being thereof conuicted, ſhall not within three 
moneths conforme himlelte in comming toChutch, and making 
ſubmiſſion and confeſſion, being required by the Biſhop ot 
the Dioceſſe, or a luſtice of peace of the Shyre, where the 
perſon ſhall be, or be the Minilter ofche Pariſh , the offender 
there ſo warned or required by a Iuſtice of peace , where the ot- 
fender {hall be, ſhall abiure the Realme by his cath afore the Iu- 
ſtice ofpeace, at the quarter Seſſions or Aſſiſes, as was vſed by the 
Cominon law in caſe of fellony. Ifhe refute to abiure, or (hall 
not go, or returne without her Maieſties licence, it is fellony, 
and he ſhal looſe his cleatgie. It any offonder aſoreſaydi aſore they 
ſhould abiute, come to Church on ſome Sunday or Holy day, 
and then, and there, heare divine Setuice, and mike open ſub» 
miſſion and declaration of his conformitictothe lawes, lie (ſhould 
be diſcharged of all penalties and puniſhuneats appointed by this 
Satute. 

And alſo if any after ſuch ſubmiſſion refuſe or fotbeare to 
come to Church, or come to ſuch conuenticles as aforelayd , he 
ſhall looſe the benefit of this Act, and be and (land in tuch calc as 
though no ſuch ſubmiſſion had bene had, ne made. 

Likewile it any keepe in his houſe, or otherwiſe reſieue any 
that ſhall obltinately rctuſe to come to Church, and ſhall for- 
beate to come to Church by a moneth together, euery perſon ſo 
doing,after notice to him giuen by the Ordinary, luſtice of Aſſiſe, 
Iuſtice of peace, Curate of the pariſh , or Church-wardcn , ſhall 
forteir ten pounds for euety moneththat he doth retaine or relieue 
any ſuch perſon.

Therekaze hauing this occaſion to implop 
bis time in ſuch exerciſes, and now commaunded thereto of 
bis Father, be was erceeding glad in his mind, and with all 
the ſpe&2 that might ba, made his pꝛauiſion both of a ſufficient 
armte of men of warre, and alſo of all other things neceſlarie 
fo: the karniture of (ach an enter pꝛiſe, but firſt he toke god al⸗ 
ſurance of king Peter fo2 the paiment of the ſouldiers wages. ; 6. 
Thus when the Pꝛince had taken oꝛder fo2 his tourny in each The Prince 
condition, as was thought behofefull , he with the king of [<cterh for- 
Spaine in his tompanie, paſled fozth with an army of thirtie — * 
thouſand men. m 

Henrie king of Spaine hauing knowledge that the Pꝛince ot 
Wales was thus comming againſt him, to reſtaze his bꝛother 
king Peter to his foꝛ mer degree, alſembledofthe French and 
ofhis owne people to the number of foureſcoꝛe + ſeuen thous 
land, oz there avaut, of men of warre: whyerof ſcuen thouſand 
were hozſcmen. Ring Henrie ſent to the Pꝛince an Herald of 
armes with a letter, requiring to know of him foꝛ what cauſe The king of 
he moued warre ag uinſt him, litt he bad neuer offered him a» Jed le er 
ny ſuchoccaſion. Te Pꝛinte diſpatched the Herald with an prince. 71 
anſwer to the Letter, containing in eff: , that foz great cons 
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uderations he had taken vpon him to aide the rightfull king 
of Spaine, chaſed out of his realme by violent w2ong:and that 
if it might be, be would gladly make an agreemet betwirt 
them, but ſo algates, that king Henry of netceſſitie mult then 
foꝛſake all the title of the kingdome of Spaine , which by no 
rightful meanes he could eniop:and therfoze it he refuſed thus 
to do, he was fo his part reſolued how to pꝛoceed. The He- 
rald departed with this anſwer, and came therewith to king 
Henrie , and deliuered it vnto him, as then lodged with his 
paiſſant armie at Nouarret, which he liked not; whereupon 
both parties pꝛepared themſelues to battell, and iopned. The 
battell was eagerly fought, 4 the vico2te fell to the P2ince.

of the kings part, and of the Engliſh part there was ſlaine of 
men of account, but verie few, viz. foure knights, two Gaſ- 
covnes, one Almaine, and the fourth an Engliſhman, andof 
other meane Souldiers not paſt foure hundzed, os Froiſſard 
ſaith, but other affirme that there was ſlaine of the Peinces 
part about ſirtene hundꝛed, which ſhold ſerme to be moꝛe luke 
a truth, ik the battel were fought ſo ſoꝛe 4 fierceip, as Froiſſard 
bimſelfe doth make report. 

This battell was fought vpon a Saturday, the third of A- 
pꝛill, in the peare of our Loꝛd 1367. There was taken pꝛilo. 
ners ofthe kings part to the number of two thouſand, and a⸗ 
mongſt them the Earle of Dene, Sir Berthram de Cleaquine, 
the Parſhall Dandrehen oz Dandenhien, and many other men 
of great account, After the battell King Peter went to Burgjs, 
and was receiued into the Citie, and ſhoztly the P2ince came 
thither, and there held his Caſter with king Peter, and taried 
there aboue thz& weeks: in the meane time they of Auſtergus, 
Toledo, Lisbon, Cordeua, Gallice, Ciuill, of all other plates 
ofthe kingdome of Spaine came in g did homage to King Pe- 
ter, p2zomifing him to be true to him euer after: fo; they ſaw 
that reſiſtance would not anaile, ſo long as the Pꝛince ſhould 


he in the Countrie. 
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J note by this diſccnrle, the mightie courage of this noble 
Y21ince, that durſt enterpziſe to diſplace a king of his ropall 
ſeat in his owne kingdome, being there a mere ſtranger, and 
to encounter him in ſo great an action, hauing not abone thir⸗ 
tie thouſand in his Campe, the king being about foureſcoze & 
fire thouſand ſtrong, whereof aboue ſenen thouſand were 
hoz\men,and in his owne countrey , where he might be fur- 
niſhed to ſupply his want. 

Andhere J map not omit fo ſpcake of the notable and va⸗ 
liant ſeruite perſoꝛmed by the laid noble Earle of Eſſex , and 
p right noble Charles Ha ard, now Earle of Nottingham, high 
Admirall of England, and diuerſe other Lozds, Anights, Es 
ſquires,andGentlemen at Caſes in Spaine in the thirtie eight 
pere of her Pueſties raigne, where they found flue Gallions 
of the king of Spaines, that is to ſay, the Philip, being Admi⸗ 
rall , the S. Matthew, the S. Andrew, the 8 Thonns, the 8. 
Iames, thꝛee Lenantices, two great ſhips of Noua Hiſpania, 
and diuerſe gallies, and 20 marchant ſhivs richly loden foz 
the Ind es, at which time the Engliſh had fight with the ſaid 
Gallies about an houre, the next day the Engliſhmen and 
the Spaniards incountred each the other valiantly , which 
conflict continued from ſeauen ofthe clocke tn the mozning 
till one in the after none, which was ſo ſharpe, that ſome of 
the Spaniſh (hips did runne vp the riuer farther into the 
country to ſane themſelues The ſaid ſhips called S. Mathew 
and S. Andrew, were taken, and b2ought into England, the 
Philip, & another being Mceadmirall, ranne themſelues on 
ground, and the Tngliſh entred the Philip to hane had the 
ſpoile of her, which the Spaniards perteiuing did ſet on fire 
and went out, and the Engliſh men eſcaped the fire with 
danger: 4 ſome other of their ſhips were fired by vs: there the 
Generall landed about ſire thanſand men, and marched to⸗ 
wards Calcs citie, being led by the ſaio nabe Earle of Eſſex, 
giuen in the head of that troupe, whome certaine of the Spa- 
niards met ſome on fodte and ſom on hoꝛſebacke, ont of the

citie avout halfe a mile, but tyep did not tacte, but retired to 


p 


re 
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the tcwne . The ſaid Cerle of Eſſex purſutd them reſolutely 


at d with ſuch inuincible courage vnto their walles whers 
they played vpon them with their oꝛdinance and ſmall ſhot as 
wt ile, but in the end they entred by plaine fozce , with (mall 
loſſe of their men. The Carle of Etlcx was one of the firſt that 
entred with many voluntarie Gentlemen, and they which 
entred were net abe ue 10co men Which wanne the towne, 
but there was good apde at band. In the fewae there were 
500, hezſemen and a thouland ſdotmen, bt ſioe a great num⸗ 
ber of other towneſnen, and creat No2e o? munition, ozdi⸗ 
nance and bicualtes . The towne was ronglp walled , 
bauing a caſtle Cronaly edified in the midſt thercof, and ſo 
ſoztificd and victualled, that it was thougbt impolſible to haue 
bene wonne without canner ſhot, and the houſes were all of 
ſtone very ſtrongly and defenciblp builded, fo as if they had 
ſtood to it, it had not bene pcſſible with a far greater number 
to haue bene ſo ſone ſurpꝛiſed . TUe foke the ſpople of the 

Citie being very rich in Jewels. Plate, Ponep. Cloth ok gold, 
Silke, Dugars, Mine, Pple, Rice, and oiher marchandiſe, 
which was eſteemed with the leſſe of the ſaid ſhips and gods 
in them, to be woꝛth a huge ſüme of monep. The ſaid noble 

Ear les of Eſſex and Nottingham kne wing the loſeneſſe of ſol⸗ 

diers, very honozablp cauſed the Ladies and gentlewomen 

( wherof there were diuerſe in that Citie) with the reſt of the 

women and childzen , with 500 men to be ſafely tonueped 

out of the Citie, and a ſtraite pꝛoclamation made, that none 

ſhould offer to any ot them anp violence vpon paine ok death, 

and ſhoztly after they fired the towne, and toke the (cas; 
and they bzought alſo with them into England diuerſe of the 

bef? ſoꝛt of the Spaniards taken in the ſaid Citie as pziſoners 
to abide their ranſome what the king will do being hcre- 
with moued. J know not, but no doubt ber Maie ſtit will pꝛo⸗ 
uide to defend the wozſt , as good pollicie willeth. Salomon 
ſaith: Zeatus qui ſemper times, hoc eit, qui cautus & preuiden 


eſt , & ad omnia wala que poſſunt in illum inc urſare, depelienda 
paraliſimnus, 
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Pow moſt graciouſly Almighty God hafh dealt foꝛ her Pa · 
leſtie, to defend her t her kingdomes from lozraine foꝛces 4 
inuaſion, you map ſe, in pin the beginning of winter about 

thꝛee peares laſt paſt, when the king of Spaine had gathered 
together as great a number of Shippes as he could furniſh 
from all partes of his dominions , oꝛ could recouer by imbar⸗ 
king all other ſhippes of leruice, which came foz trade into 
Spaine 02 Portugail, tntending to haue inuaded her Paicſties 
realme of England: and yet ſuch was the pzonidenceof God, 
contrary to his expectation «x intetion (by haſtening of hisen- 
terpꝛile ina time vnloked foz,to ſurpziſe ſome place in Eng- 
land oz Irelandy hefoze ber Patelty could haue had her owne 
fozce in read! tante, che ſtill pꝛouiding to haue liued in peace, 
which ſhe pꝛokeſſeth both to her ſelf tall Chꝛiſtẽdome: it pleas 
ſed him who fro heanen with iuſtice beholdeth all mens pur⸗ 
poſes ſodainly t moſt ſtragely to dꝛowne x make vnſeruicea⸗ 
ble diuerſe of his beſt thivs of warre , being vnder ſaile, cons 
ming from Lisbonc, and verie neare to the deſtined hauen of

Capitolium inuaſit, repentè cines ad concordiam adducti, hoſtem re- 
pulerunt, rurſut partu pace, cum ciuiles diſcordias relapſas intue- 
rent ur, denientet, R omanos agros vaſt are cœberunt, repent d ciui- 
lis mots conguieuit, vt boſtes propulſarent: That is, When the 
chiefe of the titie of Rome, with the common ſort of the Citi. 
zens there , were at deadly hate, the enemie entred the Capi- 
toll : wherupon ſodainly the Citizens being reduced toconcord, 
they did driue away the enemie, and by that meanes peace being 
obtained, when they againe fell into ciuill diſcord, the enemy that 
perceiuing, they deſtroyed the fields at Rome, whereupon the 
commotion ceaſed. that they might repulſe the enemie. To that 
eſfed he wziteth of the troubles of Spaine, thus: Nec vers mo- 


tus ciniles Hiſpanorum aliter ſedare potuerunt, cum abſente ¶ a- 
re 
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rola quinto Imperatore nonum creanifſent regem Galormw, exer- 
eitu in Cantabriam & Nanarram twnc irruente, quas regienes 
Gall iccupanerant, ſed Hiſpani repentè conciliatis ammis hoſtules 
imperis repreſſer unt, & amiſſa recuperarant : That is, The ciuill 
warrcs and troubles in Spaine could not otherwiſe be appeaſed, 
vrhen Chatles the fift Emperour being abſent , they made anew 
King, at which time an armie of the Frenchmen entredinto Cã- 
tabrie and Nauartc, and poſſeſſed the ſame: but the Spaniards ſo- 
dainely according within themſelues, did expell them, and recoue- 
ted againe thoſe loſſes. | 
| By theſe examples, the naturall affection which theſe men 
| had and euerie man onght to haue) to the pꝛeſeruation and 
ſafetic ot their tountrie, doth cuidetly appeare. And whatſoe- 
ucr the cauſe be, that moueth ciuill warres, pet that ought not 
to woꝛke ſuch malice in them as the ſatetle and god of their 
countrie ſhould thereby be endangered oz neglected : wherby 
the ſayingof the Poet Ouidmap appeare to be true:
